A N O TH ER GENERAL RAIN . 
R eports F rom All Sections A re of F all­ 
ing R ain and Snow. 
S hasta, January 12th.—It has been snow­ 
ing at this place for the past eighteen hours 
at the rate of nearly an inch an hour. It is 
still snowing very hard, and measures six­ 
teen inches in depth in our streets. 
Sierra City, January 12th.—After an in­ 
terval of one week, it is suowing as hard as 
ever, and looks as if we might have plenty 
more. It is up-hil! work getting mail and 
express through, passenger travel being out 
of the question. Should this storm con­ 
tinue, more slides may be looked for, and 
taking everything into consideration, the 
outlook is anything but cheerful. 
Cisco, January 12tb.—It has been snow­ 
ing hard here all day, and it is now over 
twelve leet on a level. 
W oodland, January 12th.—Rain began 
falling to-day. About 25 of nu inch has 
fallen. It is general all over Yolo county. 
Farmers are depressed. 
Santa R osa, January 12th.—It com­ 
menced raining last night and has rained 
continuously ever since. The weather is 
much warmer than duriug the week. Up 
to date a fraction over twenty-six inches of 
rain has fallen. It looks like another 
storm. 
Sonoma, January 12th.—After several 
days of clear weather, the storiu has again 
set iu. Rain has been falling continuously 
all day. 
N ata, January 12th.—Rain began falling 
early this morning and continued inces­ 
santly all day. Appearances point to a 
prolonged storm. 


ESCAPE O F PRISO N ERS. 
M cNulty, th e M urderer, O nce M ore Is 
D odging from the Officers. 
San F rancisco, January 12th.—A jail 
break occurred at the County Jail this 
morning which was the most noted ever 
known in this city. The inmates of cells 
17, 18 and 19, six in number, dug through 
three walls into the lower bath-room and 
thence into the back corridor. 
There they broke through a weak chim­ 
ney, which stood against the outside wall. 
The chimney gave way to pressure, and the 
prisoners first breathed the open air in 
Pinckney place. 
The names of (he men are; McNulty, 
Adams (alias Rearden), Erickson, Edwards, 
Sullivan, Kenney. 
The “break” was not discovered until the 
morning watch went on. Sherltl Laumeis- 
ter was summoned at once by telephone. 
There was considerable excitement among 
the prisoners, but the immediate presence 
of a large number of deputies produced a 
subdued calm. 
The police are scouring the city for the 
escaped felons. 
McNulty is the most 
notorious of the prisoners. It was he who 
shot Collins on Minna street two years ago, 
and was convicted of murder in April, 
1889. He has been awaiting a decree of the 
Supreme Court for a new trial since that 
date. 
___ 
UNDESIRABLE FEM ALES. 
An Effort to be M ade to K eep O ut J a p ­ 
anese W om en. 
San F rancisco, January 12th.—The at­ 
tention of Collector of the Port Phelps has 
recently been called to the fact that there 
has- been an increase in the number of 
Japanese women arriving at this port in 
the past few months. There might seem 
nothing extraordinary in the fact were it 
not that it is only too evident that the 
women came, or were brought here, for 
immoral purnose3. During the past year 
ninety females have been imported here 
from the Mikado’s kingdom. Some of the 
women call themselves teachers, others 
tonrists, aud yet others domestics. 
As soon as he became apprised of the 
facts Collector Phelps consulted with Im­ 
migration Commissioner Thornley in order 
to see what steps could be taken to prevent 
the arrivals of the women, as there is no 
law covering the subject. The Commis­ 
sioner said that if Mr. Phelps would co­ 
operate with him he would do his best to 
endeavor to put a stop to the importation. 
Another conference will be held this week 
by the two officials. 


GAV25 H IM SELF AW AT. 
A M an A rrested a t A storia for a San 
F rancisco M urder. 
A storia, January 12th.—Sheriff Smith 
arrested Sam. Smith upon suspicion of be­ 
ing the man who murdered Captain Logan 
in Sau Francisco two months ago. 
Smith while drunk said he had pumped 
lead into Logan, and wanted to get even on 
one more ntau before he was satisfied 
When sober this morning he denied all 
knowledge of Legan or the crime. He 
answers the description of the murderer in 
every respect. 
Logan was killed by an unknown man 
in a saloon on Broadway. The murderer 
escaped without his hat and was traced as 
far as Sacramento. Chief Crowley has been 
communicated with and a reply is awaited. 


F IR E AT TH E DALLES. 
Som e V aluable P roperty D estroyed—An 
A rrest for Stealing Goods. 
T he D alles (Or.), January 12th.—Last 
night at 10 o'clock a fire broke out in Max 
Vogt’s two-story building on the corner of 
Washington and Second streets. The fire 
department was on the scene immediately. 
The water did not work well. The fire was 
under control at 1 o’clock this morning. 
In the building was W. H. Moody & Co., 
large dry goods and gents’ furnishing store; 
L. Riorden & Co., stationery, crockery, 
glassware, no’ions, cutlery, etc. Upstairs 
were doctors’ offices aud family rooms. 
The loss is estimated as follows: Max 
Vogt, hnilding a total loss, fully insured, 
$12,OCO. W. H. Moody, loss, $30,000; in­ 
surance, $20,000; L. Riorden & Co., fully 
insured, $10,000; H. Solomon, building ad­ 
joining burning buildings, damaged by 
water, $5.000; D. L. Cates, furniture, no in­ 
surance, $2,500. The building will be re­ 
built of solid brick. Max Vogt is a most 
enterprising citizen. 
A man was arrested for larceny. He 
stole an overcoat from W. H. Moody and 
seven boxes of cigars from L. Riorden A 
Co. The militia was ordered out and stood 
guard over the property on the sidewalks. 


TW O HUSBANDS. 
It W as H ard to D ecide, B ut She R e­ 
tu rn ed to H er F irst Love. 
Oakland, January 12th.—Three years 
ago Henry R. Lough, a young butcher liv­ 
ing in this city, married a charming widow 
who gave her name as Alice Smith. The 
ceremony was performed in San Francisco, 
and the’connle lived happily in this city, 
the bridegroom willingly accepting with 
his bride a youDg child. 
The bride told the story of her former 
life, saying she had been married in Mon­ 
tana to a man by the name of William G. 
Smith, but soon after the birth of their 
child he mysteriously disappeared. Ail 
efforts to fin’d him were unavailing, and 
giving him up for dead she had come to 
California, and had since learned from 
relatives and friends that they had dis­ 
covered positive proofs of her husband’s 
dra’h.;. 
About three months ago Mrs. Lough ex­ 
pressed a desire to visit relatives in Mon­ 
tana, and her hnsband cheerfully paid the 
expenses of her trip. She had been among 
her relatives but a day when she learned 
beyond a doubt that her husband who bad 
disappeared several years ago, and whont 
she supposed to be dead, was alive and 
eagerly searching for his wife and child. 
Completely overcome by conflicting emo­ 
tions, so she says, she cut her visit shoit 


aud hastened back to the husband in Oak­ 
land. She informed him of the discovery 
she had made, told him with every evidence 
of deep emotion that she loved only him, 
and asked his assistance to relieve her from 
her strange predicament. 
She expressed a deep fear of the legal 
consequences of her action in entering 
into a second marriage while her first hus­ 
band wus still living, and begged No. 2 to 
save her front a prosecution for bigamy. 
After consultation, in was decided that a 
legal separation should be secured, aud that 
she should theu commence proceedings for 
divorc? against her first husband for deser­ 
tion, that tbe butcher aud herself could 
then be reunited and all would be merry. 
The first part of this programme was car­ 
ried out in a remarkibly smooth and pleas­ 
ant manner, the butcher paying the ex­ 
penses of the suit and supporting her dur­ 
ing the pendency of the legal proceedings. 
Strange to say, however, no sooner had 
this separation been effected than Smith 
appeared and demanded of Lough an inter­ 
view with his wife. She asserted her com­ 
plete devotion to Lough aud refused to 
meet Smith. Happy in the possession of 
such undying love, the young butcher now 
urged the institution of divorce proceed­ 
ings by her against her first husband. 
What was his surprise at this juncture, 
wlieD one evening recently upon returning 
to his home, he found instead of his com­ 
panion a note informing bitn that she had 
found the old love too strong to be resisted, 
and had departed with Smith. 
Lough takes his loss philosophically, and 
says he is satisfied with the denouement, 
but that he is often led to wonder if the 
temporary Mrs. Lough really intended to 
remarry him when she was urging the sep­ 
aration and promising to secure a divorce 
from Smith. _____ 
FO W ER O F TH E FRESS. 
How Som e Newspaper C lippings W ere 
Used in a D ivorce Suit. 
O akland, January 12th.-Rudolph Wenz- 
lick, who has been attempting to get a di­ 
vorce from his wife on the ground of deser­ 
tion, was treated to a surprise by Judge 
Ellsworth yesterday. 
There appeared 
to be no delense to the action, and the 
plaintiff expected that he would get his 
decree as a matter of course. But the re­ 
sult was entirely diflerent. It appears that 
Wenzlick disappeared mysteriously from 
his wife and family in New York iu 1874. 
His disappearance created a great sensa­ 
tion, and was reported in the daily papers 
under the liead-lines, “Was He Murdered 
and Robbed?” and other titles, indicating 
that he was supposed to have been foully 
dealt with. These newspaper accounts, it 
appears, had been clipped out and preserved 
by Wenzlick’s family, and it also appears 
that a son of his learned of his father’s 
whereabouts and his action for divorce in 
Alameda county. 
Therefore, instead of going to the ex­ 
pense of making a legal defense to the 
action, the son advised his mother and sent 
on the newspaper ctippiugs and other in­ 
formation to Judge Ellsworth. When the 
Judge made them the basis of a searching 
cross-examination in court yesterday morn­ 
ing, Mr. Wenzlick’s chances were knocked 
all to pieces. 
Judge Ellsworth refused to grant the de­ 
cree, saying, “There is not sufficient evi­ 
dence that your wife deserted you.” 


San Francisco Fire. 
San F rancisco, January 12th.—The 
Girls’ High-school, a four-stnrv frame 
erected iu 1869 at a cost ot $27,000, was 
totally destroyed by fire this evening. It 
is supposed to have been caused by boys 
smoking in the basement. They have 
been in the habit of congregating there. 
No fire had been in the building since Fri­ 
day afternoon. 
The flames were first discovered in the 
second story. The strenuous ellorts of the 
firemen, aided by the heavy downpour of 
rain, prevented the adjoining buildings 
from being destroyed, as a heavy wind was 
blowing 
Captain John Martin, for the last sixteen 
years Port Warden, died this afternoon. 
Two Sudden D eaths. 
San D iego, January 12th.—JamesS. Ran­ 
dall, Superintendent of the International 
Company of Mexico, dropped dead of heart 
disease at Ensenada to-day. He was well 
known on the Coast. 
D. S. Hubbell, who was to have been ex­ 
amined Monday for insanity, died in the 
County Jail to-day from an epileptic fit. 
He came here from Alameda county. 
A nother T acom a F ailure. 
T acoma, January 12th.—Sheriff Price to­ 
day closed the store of the San Francisco 
Tailors under a foreclosure of mortgage 
drawn in favor of Dittenhoefler, Haas & 
Co. of Portland. The assets of the firm are 
about $3,200, represented by stock and 
fixtures. The mortgage foreclosure was 
executed Friday, and payable one day after 
date, for $7,500. Tbe other liabilities are 
about $400, held by parties outside the city. 
A T acom a F ailure. 
T acoma, January I2th.—F. H. Willard 
filed papers in insolvency. He was in the 
retail grocery business. His liabilities are 
about $5,550and his assets nearly as much. 
The petition sets forth that he is compelled 
to take advantage of the insolvency law on 
account of high rents and close competition 
in business. 
CANADA’S FOLICY. 
M any of H er I’eople A re D esirous of 
A nnexation. 
London (Ont.), January 12th.—Erastus 
Wiman addressed a meeting here under 
the auspices of the Young Liberal Club. 
His subject was the “Three Futures for 
Canada.” These he defined as continued 
colonialism, annexation or an independent 
Republic. The speaker believed that if an 
arrangement could be made between the 
United States and Canada for commercial 
freedom, Great Britain might continue to 
hold forth part of her Empire on the North 
American continent. If, however, annex­ 
ation were deemed desirable, it could 
sooner be brought about by a commercial 
arrangement between the two countries 
than by a policy of pressure, isolation and 
indifferentism. 
“Annexation in Canada," he said, “had 
been made a disloyal bugbear, which a 
mock sentimentality had clothed with 
features unattractive, but which upon ex­ 
amination would be found to be of the 
most desirable character. It was one of 
the noblest heritages to be an American 
citizen, and the child born in the United 
¿tates to succeed to tbe achievements of 
the present generation had possibilities of 
a happier future than the child born in 
any other land under the sun. Generous 
in their instincts, unstinted in their wel­ 
come, progressive, intelligent and success­ 
ful, there is no people with whom it would 
be more honorable to be joiDed. But an­ 
nexation was not a question for us to de­ 
cide, but for our children and for their 
children.” 
Mr. Wiman maintained that the growth 
of the annexation sentiment in Canada bad 
been promoted by a discussion of the pos­ 
sibilities of a commercial union, but that 
as a practical force in politics it would take 
twenty-five years to elect twenty-five mem­ 
bers of Parliament of 250 in favor of a 
separation from Great Britain. Ad inde­ 
pendent nationality was much more at­ 
tractive, and there was no reason why the 
young Canadians should notlouk forward 
to a great republic in perfect harmony with 
the United States. 
Mr. Wiman said that the whole question 
of the success of Canada must be decided 
in this, the last decade of the present cen­ 
tury. At the general election to be held 
within eigbteeu months, the question, if 
not squarely before the people, would re­ 
sult in the triumph of the Liberal party, 
who had adopted as the sole piank on their 
platform, unrestricted trade relations.

to meet this ove. 
„o -lower on earth 
could nrevent a practical union for ail com­ 
mercial purposes. 
The modern game of baseball is an 
American institution, and not, as some 
might believe, an exotic of foreign growth 
which has come to us from the older civil­ 
izations of Europe and the East.

EAST OF TBE ROCKIES. 


£ Cyclone Sweeps Through Missouri and 
Tennessee. 


QUITE A NUMBER OF LIVES LOST. 


A Mother and Her Infant Buried in 
the Kuins of a Falling 
Building.

DEADLY CYCLONE. 
Its T rack is Strew n W ith D eath. D isaster 
and Kuin. 
St. L ouis, January 12th—At 4:30 this 
afternoon a cyclone struck the southwest­ 
ern section of the city and swept on 
through the northern limits, marking its 
pathway nearly a quarter of a mile wide 
and leaviog death and desolation in its 
track. There was scarcely any warning of 
the approaching storm, owing to the tact 
that the sky had been overcast for several 
hours before tbe full force of tbe wind 
was lelt. In addition to a dozen dwellings 
and stores in the southern, central and 
northern sections of the city more or 
less wrecked, the following big buildings 
are damaged: The Anchor Mills, the 
Goodwin Candle Factory, Pullman shops, 
Van Brock’s furniture factory, Kingsiattd 
& Ferguson’s farm implement works, 
Missouri Pacific Hospital, Hodgen School, 
German Evangelical Church, Second Pres­ 
byterian Church and other buildings. 
Tt reefatalitiesarereported, butthenames 
of tbe victims have not yet been ascer­ 
tained. They comprise an entire family— 
father, mother and child—residing on 
Mound street. They met their deaths by 
tbe foiling of a tall building on their dwell­ 
ing.The losses on property is roughly esti­ 
mated at $100,000, bnt will likely prove 
more. The cyclone seemed to have en­ 
tered the city iu its lull torce at Twentv- 
third street and Choteau avenue, passing 
northeast until it reached Seventeenth and 
Olive streets, where it again turned to the 
northfast, leaving the city and striking the 
river just north of Tvler street. 
The only announcement of its approach 
and progress was a dull, sullen roar, quickly 
followed by a torrent of rain, which in turn 
was Bncceeded by sleet, and before the vic­ 
tims could realize what had happened the 
storm Dad swept by and on, leaving wreck­ 
age and mangled humanity in its pathway. 
Trees were torn up by the roots and broken 
off, telegraph poles were swept down, while 
the roofs of buildiDgs were lifted and tossed 
into the streets. 
Mrs. Charles Miller, who resided with 
her husband at Twentieth and Eugenia 
streets, was sitting in a chair with her babe 
in her arms wben the roof was lifted from 
her house. She rushed to the window and 
just then the wall gave way and Mrs. 
Miller and her babe was buried under the 
debris. 
The babe escaped without a 
scratch but the mother was badly hurt and 
may not recover. Mr. Miller escaped un­ 
hurt. 
This is but one of the dozens of incidents 
of the terrible storm. A telephone mes­ 
sage from Venice, Illinois, opposite the 
northern part of the city, says tbe storm 
was very disastrous there, and several 
lives were lost but no details were given. 
The list of victims secured up to this 
hour, 9:30 r. m , are; 
Dead—Mrs. Maggie Conners, aged 40; 
T. McConnell, aged 40, and Joe Weaver, 
aged 9. 
Injured—Teresa Weaver, aged 6, both 
legs broken, will probably die; Mrs. C. 
Miller, badly cut and bruised; Annie Con­ 
ners, Maggie Conners, Francis Conners. 
A messenger who has just arrived from 
the east side of the river says the storm in 
St. Charles county, Illinois, was unusually 
severe. Brooklyn, a village of about 500 
people, seems to have suffered most. 
The damsge in East St. Louis and Ven­ 
ice is largely confined to railroad prop­ 
erty and small dwellings and telegraph 
and telephone poles. 
Brooklyn is about three miles north of 
East St. Louis, and the population is 
largely composed of colored people. 
Though several were injured no lives were 
lost.A numberof dwellings are in ruins. The 
Baptist Church is entirely demolished, and 
the M. E. Church is unroofed and turned 
clear around on its foundations. 
At Belleville, Illinois, several public 
buildings are unrooted but no one is re­ 
ported injured. 
The late Wabssh train arrived at East 
St. Louis about 8:15 p. m. The engineer 
and conductor report that dnriDg the 
storm they feared their train would be 
thrown from the Iraek, so terrific was the 
force of the wind. 
Litchfield, Illinois, is also reported as 
haviDg suffered by the storm. Mrs. Chas. 
Miller, who was so badly injured in to-day's 
storm, tells the following story; 
“The entire roof of our house was blown 
away, the windows were shattered and the 
rest of the house more or iess damaged. 
When the storm struck the house I was sit­ 
ting with my baby in my arms. I did not 
küow what bad happened at first, but 
jumped up and ran to the window-. In an 
instant the roof seemed to be lifted off 
above me, the window came in with a 
crash, and the back gallery and stairs were 
blown away, and I had only time to see 
tbe air filled with parts of the wreck that 
seemed to be whirling around, when I was 
strnck on the head and fell to the floor. 
"When I recovered consciousness* the 
storm was passed. I was covered with 
blood and I thought my baby was dead ; 
but. fortunately, I was the worst hurt.” 
The doctor who is attending Mrs. Miller 
states to-night that she is dangerously hurt. 
Another death is just reported. Willie 
Marks, aged G years, whose parents reside 
in the northern section of the city, was in 
bed, sick with a fever, when the storm blew 
the roof off Mark's home, and bricks came 
crashing ¡Dto the room, resulting in the 
death of the boy from sheer fright. 
As usual in such cases, the weather pre­ 
ceding the cyclone was close, muggy and 
oppressive, the atmosphere being sur­ 
charged with electricity and all the ele­ 
ments of the disastrous outbreak of the 
forces of nature being present. 
During the forenoon day become dark, 
and the lowering temperature being of 
spring-time mildness, almost debilitating 
in its laDgor. During the afternoon heavy 
and increasing rain began that was accom­ 
panied by frightful and severe gnsts of 
wind of a stormy March day. 
About 4 o’clock the skies darkened per­ 
ceptibly. Shortly after that hour a flash 
of iightniDg illuminated the scene, and a 
severe peal of thunder followed. Hardly 
had the echoes died away when the cyclone 
burst upon the city and a brief reign of 
terror and desolation succeeded. When 
that was passed tho people dared to ven­ 
ture out of their dismantled home3. The 
storm still continued in a modified form 
and a severe wind prevailed throughout 
the 
remainder 
of 
the 
evening 
and 
night, 
with the temperature 
steadily falling. Swaying and threatening 
walls marked every corner along the track 
of the cyclone, and the streets looked as if 
an earthquake bad raked them, scattering 
the debris of roofs, chimneys and cbnrco 
spires down into the broad thoroughfare 
until tbe aspect of general ruin prevailed. 
Following the storm of last Tuesday 
night tbe effect of to-day's cyclone upon 
the telegraph and telephone service was 
disastrous, and there is a network of 
tangled aud swaying wires on every street 


W ESTERN BLIZZARDS. 


H eavy W inds, D rifting Snows and F all­ 
ing Sleet. 
Chicago, January 12th.—Emporia re­ 
ports tbe severest blizzard evar known 
there. The snow is badly drifted through­ 
out the city and the surrounding country, 
and railroad traffic is entirely suspended. 
At Abiliae, Kan., the storm raged for 
thirty-six hours, aud the railroads are 
blocked with snow. 
At Topeka six inches of snow has fallen 
and much interruption to railway traffia 
has resulted, 
DUpa'ctes front points in Missouri to 
the Times indicate that the storm has been 
j iess severe thei e than in Kansas. Snow 
j began failing at shout noon to-day, but not 


to acy very great depth. It is still snow­ 
ing, bnt the tail is light. 
A dispatch to the Journal from Lincoln, 
Neb., states that reports received there are 
to the effect that a storm of great severity 
is raging throughout the State. A peculiar 
feature of the storm is its occurrence on 
the anniversary of the terrible blizzard of 
two years ago, when so many people per­ 
ished from the cold. 
Reports of the present storrs indicate 
that it is no iess severe than that of which 
it is the anniversary. 
In Kansas City the storm began Satur­ 
day night with a drizzling rain. Eirfy this 
morning lhe weather turned colder, an# 
the rain, freezing as it feii, covered exposed 
objects with a coating of ice. Telegraph, 
tefephone and electric wires were bo.xie al­ 
most to the ground and communication is 
interrupted. 
At noon the rain turned to snow, the 
wind veered to lhe north, and a blizzard 
set in, and at midnight continues with 
some severity. 
Reports from Hiawatha, Kan., say snow 
has drifted in places as high asthefi.zrt 
story of houses, completely blocking the- 
highways and railroads. 
At Wichita, Kan., the snow is reported 
as 15 inches deep and badly drifted. All 
trains on the several railroads in tbe neigh­ 
borhood of Wichita have been abandoned.

Dispatches from Kansas to 
the Journal say: "The storm is by far the 
worst of the season, and some points re­ 
port it the most severe ever experienced.” 
The storm began last night and contin­ 
ued throughout the day and most of to­ 
night. Far western points in Kansas re­ 
port the storm ceased and the weather 
cleared about 11 o’clock. The result of this 
storm has been disastrous, as an average 
snow-fall of about eight inches on tbe level, 
but the strong wind drifts it badlv and 
many trains on railroads are abandoned or 
greatly delayed.

Sw eeping Through. Tennessee. 
M em phis, January 12th.—A heavy wind­ 
storm, accompanied by rain, struck Mem­ 
phis about 5 o'clock this afternoon, but 
beyond a general prostration of tbe wires, 
no damage was done in this immediate 
vicinity. 
At Sardis, Mississippi, sixty miles south 
of here, they had a heavy storm of wind, 
rain and hail. The Episcopal and Presby­ 
terian churches, and livery stables were 
blown down. Two houses were unroofed 
and several stores and residences damaged. 
No fatalities are reported. 
D istillery D estroyed. 
P eoria (111), January 12th.—A fire broke 
out this afternoon in the Monarch Distil­ 
lery. and before it could be controlled 
seven copper stills were burned, together 
with 100.ÜCO gallons of untaxed spirits.

The mother of the Vice Consul brought 
charges against the officer before the Ad­ 
miral, bnt this gentleman said the officer 
treated him just as he deserved and refused 
to notice the charge.

ELECTRICAL EXECUTION. 


T he Supreme Court of New York, in the 
F ifth Departm ent, lias decided th at the 
inlliction of the death penalty by electrical 
currents is not a cruel and unusual form of 
punishm ent, as intended to be inhibited by 
th e Constitution. 
T he decision is em­ 
braced in a very long and able opinion, 
b ut the extracts we give cover the main 
L -’ . 
W e invite ;»tleution to them , as at 
once lu c id legal statem ents and admirable 
exam ples of sound reasoning. 
Referring 
to tho tact th at disemboweling, breaking 
on the wheel, hanging in chains and burn­ 
in g a t the stake are accepted by all civil­ 
ization as cruel m ethods of inflicting 
death, the Court says: 
T he question is now to be answ ered w hether 
th e legislative Act here assailed is subject to the 
sam e condem nation. C ertainly it is not so on 
its tace, for, although th e m ode of death pre­ 
scrib ed is conceded to be unusual, th ere is no 
com m on know ledge or consent th a t it is cruel. 
On th e contrary, there is a belief, m ore or less 
com m on, th a t death by an electrical current 
u n d e r favorable circum stances is instantaneous 
a id w ithout pain. It was, therefore, a ques­ 
t ' a of tact w h eth er an electric cu rren t of suf- 
a ’ieiit intensity and skillfully applied would 
produce d eath w ithout unnecessary suffering. 
After reviewing all the evidence and de­ 
bating the question at length, the C-ourt 
thus forcibly expresses itself: 
We think th a t the evidence is clearly in favor 
o f the conclusion th a t it is w ithin easy reach of 
cle eu ic a i ?cienee at this day to so generate and 
apply io the person of th e convict a cu rren t of 
elecirl úty of such know n and sufficient force 
as certainly to produce 
instantaneous aud 
thereiore painless death 
It detracts nothing 
fr ?n the force of the evidence in favor of this 
con * usion that we do not know th e nature of 
electricity nor how it is transm itted m currents, 
n o r h jw it operates to destroy th e life of an i­ 
m als and men exposed to its force. 
N either do 
we know the nature of the attractio n of gravi­ 
tation, w hich is th e operative force em ployed 
in the fniLctinn of death by hanging, nor how 
tha* force operates to d ra w ’tow aid each other 
m asses of m atter freely m oving in space. We 
know these and all other forcc-s of n atu re by 
th e ir effects, and we avail ourselves o f them in 
th e daily processes and pursuits o f life w ith a 
confidence based upon com m on experience, 
w ithout inquiry as to th e essence o f the force 
o r th e mode of its operation.

A ll els - is detail and secondary, and may 
w eil enough he discussed in the press and 
outside el the Convention. 
Above all, the 
people should advise I heir delegates th at 
nothing could be more suicidal than to 
en ter upon the discussion in t'.e Conven- 
t e n of the causes for the degeneration of 
riv er navigation or upon any debate con­ 
cerning reclam ation of lands. 
W ith any­ 
th in g of the latter character the Federal 
G overnm ent 
will 
not 
concern 
itself, 
nor should it, and therefore the me­ 
m orial to be prepared will be handi­ 
capped by any reference to reclam ation 
s rhemes. 
Reclam ation of lands will be an 
incident of river reparation, but not one 
th a t the G overnm ent will affirmatively 
aid or foster. 
The river cannot be treated 
effectually 
w ithout lessening the diffi­ 
culties of private ownership in reclaiming 
low lands, but th a t benefit, natural and 
unavoidable, none will consider a reason 
for Governm ent action. 
W e look forward 
to th e Convention doing a good work, and 
entertain the hope th at it will so present 
th e question to Congress as to insure satis­ 
factory reply.

W ife.” 
Compare such vulgarity w ith the 
vigor and beauty of M ilton’s line, “ The 
Sworded Seraphim ,” which, as W ard well 
says, has “ trip-ham m er f o r c e o r this 
melodious exam ple from Emerson, “H is is 
th e sparkle of the spar.” 
As strong an 
exam ple of pardonable alliteration as we 
can recall is th at of Tennyson, in his 
“B attle of Brunanbush 
“ T heirs w as a Greatness 
Got from th e ir G randsircs.” 
And strong also is this, from the sam e pen : 
“ Struck for th eir Hoards, aud th e ir H earths 
and th eir H om es.” 
Contrast w ith such strength and grace 
the alliterative abom ination which we find 
in the head-lines of a sensational journal 
of the E ast: “ G reat Gorges G utted by 
G l a c i e r s o r this other exam ple of the 
ill-informed news editor’s wit, who reveals 
his want of taste by plastering these words 
in large type upon the heading of a tele­ 
graphic report, and which Mr. W ard dis­ 
covered recently: “ Buckets of Beer and 
Blood,” “ Victims of a V ile V otary of 
Vice.” 
But even these are ilute-like and 
melodious

to the following, 
which we clip from an exchange: “ Beastly 
Bill Buck Brains H is Baby.”

A t the m orning services at St. Paul’s 
Church yesterday Rev. J. F . von H errlich, 
the rector, delivered an interesting sermon 
on the above subject. 
H e spoke on the 
te x t: “Fear not, for 1 am w ith thee; I will 
strengthen th e e ; I will help th ee; yea, I 
will uphold thee with the right baud of my 
righteousness.”—Isaiah xh., 10. 
There are few words so liable to be m is­ 
understood as the word Providence. W eb­ 
ster defines the Providence of God as “ the 
foresight and care which God exercises 
over and for H is creatures." 
The word it­ 
self comes from pro, before, and videre, to 
look, aud that more in the sense of looking 
ahead and providing the m eacs for. It 
does not mean the doing of a thing for us, 
but providing the means for its accomplish­ 
m ent. 
Let us for a m oment look at the 
m arvelous provision of God in the arrange­ 
m ent and ¿evelom uent in m aterial nature. 
There is no doubt that, as far as brute 
life is concerned, this earth had been de­ 
populated several limes before man rp- 
peared upon it. There are evidences of 
upheavals aud depressions on the earth’s 
crust—of periods of formation and building. 
The llora and fauna of those different 
epochs show progression in the forms and 
functions of life from 
the 
lower 
to 
the higher, 
from 
the 
simple to 
the 
complex, and including man from the 
physical to the spiritual and intellectual. 
The advance is always onward and up­ 
ward. 
In Genesis we see God's creative 
processes culm inating in man, the m aster­ 
piece of creative effort. 
And now the doubting scientist, with the 
scholarly Owen, is compelled to believe 
that, from the past history of our globe, we 
learn that "nature has advanced with slow 
but grand and stately steps, guided by 
the archetypal 
light 
amid 
the 
wreck 
of 
worlds, 
from 
the 
first 
embodi­ 
m ent of the vertebrate idea under its 
old ichtyhic vestment until it became ar­ 
rayed iu the glorious garb of the hum an 
form.” 
W e cannot get away from the con­ 
viction that through the measureless cycles 
of which these rocks rem ind us “that oue 
uncreasing purpose runs” and that purpose 
was the m oulding, shaping, enriching and 
beautifying of this planet that it m ight be 
a fit dwelling place for man, who was to 
wear upon his brow the sign and seal of 
the Divine image. 
Upon these stony page3 we read a won­ 
drous story. 
We are carried back to that 
m orning of tim e when arouud this molten 
globe 
was 
formed 
a 
cooling 
cruR, 
while 
overhead 
hung 
vapors 
thick 
and 
dense, 
which condensing, fell iu 
mighty floods 1 
Ages passed, when the 
hardening crusi 
was broken 
and 
in­ 
ternal tires belched forth their masses of 
molten m atter, which with broken rocks by 
the action of water, was worn to dust and 
deposited upon that inner shell—the first 
course of masonry upon the earth’s outer 
crust. 
Tim e allows only a glance at the won- 
derous records of the Devonian period, 
when m ighty m onsters revelled in the 
deep, and we pass on to the graphic picture 
of a world clad in glorious verdure from 
pole to pole ! 
But N ature’s story comes to 
us like au awful, troubled dream . Internal 
fires soon again lifted and fractured the 
granite rocks, upheaving here, depressing 
there; subm erging beneath the waters the 
glorious forests and drifting vegetation. 
As tim e swept on other forests grew aud 
were buried under as 
m a D y successive 
wastes of waters. Oh, why this awful havoc 
at d waste—this incomprehensible aDd de­ 
structive work? W hy, it was God’s method 
of providing for man. 
The vegetation of 
that prehistoric age has been preserved and 
by the subtle chem istry of nature those 
submerged forests have been transformed 
into our beneficent and cheering coal. 
Another period of repose is followed by 
one ot convulsion and formation. 
These 
outcropping ledges tell us that the crust 
crocked again, and through a thousand fis­ 
sures molten stream s rushed forth, then 
into the fissures and under the uplifted 
rocks, and hardened there! 
It was a 
storm y lim e, but blessed in its work. The 
earth was now enriched with more iron, 
and veins of tin and lead and copper and 
silver and gold were stored aw ay! 
Atid 
now the diam ond aud the sapphire were 
crystallized and buried and locked up for us, 
the glories of a prehistoric sk y ! 
Then 
came the changes which brought about the 
llora and fauna of the grand old Fliccene 
age! 
But we m ust hasten to the closing 
pages of great nature’s mighty book, where 
we find them grooved and scored as with an 
iron pen to tell creation’s tale. They tell 
the story of a long and desolate w inter—a 
winter without heat and with no genial 
invigorating breath of spring! 
W hen this 
earth was wrapped up in an impenetrable 
sheet of ice, aud anim al and vegetable life 
were frozen out. The beauteous earth had 
given place to Arctic desolation and heaps 
of drilling ice! 
W hy again this mighty 
change? W e shall see the meaning of it 
all. 
Iron had been stored away in the 
lower rock formations. 
Coal, by the subtle 
chemistry of nature, was being manufac­ 
tured out of the submerged vegetation and 
forests of another period. 
Later the pre­ 
cious metals, iu a molten state, had been 
injected into the broken and fissured rocks. 
Jewels rich and rare were laid away for 
the kings aDd queens, and the maidens fair 
of these later days. The saline seas had 
evaporated, and the conserving salt was 
stored away. 
But the soil of the earth was uot vet 
adapted to suppiy the warns of m au. The 
earth’s crust was still a Laid, sharp, jagged, 
unbroken mass. But at the breaking up of 
this iong winter God calls upon the iceberg 
and glacier to do this work ; aud through 
long ages, like m ighty plows, impelled by 
currents and gravitation, they furrowed out 
hills aud valleys, scouring, crushing, m ix­ 
ing, kneading, clothing the earth at last 
with a composite soil. 
And with the sub­ 
sidence of the waters the earth became for 
him who was to have dominion over it a 
veritable garden of the Lord. 
H urriedly 
we have glanced at the pages of this stony 
record. 
We have seen, however, that 
through these cycles of time in which the 
creative work was carried on, man was 
ever present in the Divine m ind, and all 
his needs and wants were anticipated. For 
his coming the fiery star-dust circled into a 
seething ball; for him volcanoes poured 
forth their contents upon 
the heaving 
bosom of the virgin globe; for him torna­ 
does swept and Hoods destroyed ; for him 
primeval forests flourished and were de­ 
stroyed, storing up the rich carbon and the 
bright sunlight of other d ay s: for him 
came the long, desolate winter, obscuring 
the beaveDS, freezing out life, and for his 
sake came the grinding glacier and the 
drifttDg iceberg, crushing aud grinding and 
m ixing in suitable proportions the hard 
crnst and tbejagged rocks aud clothiDg the 
earth in a cereal-growing soil. And this 
provision anticipates not merely tbe com­ 
ing of an individual or of a household or 
of a nation, but the race of m ankind, from 
the very beginning down to the very end. 
And the fact of Divine prevision holds 
good iu the progress of life and civilization, 
and to the profound student and deep- 
thinker it is d e ar and apparent. And so, 
too, in matters of individual experience 
we need but refer to tbe ethnic preparation 
f r the coming of onr Lord and the spread 
of His gospel, to the revival of learning in 
the thirteenth centnrv. down to the brief 
but freqnent history of our own times— 
when the God is ready and the world is 
rea ly the ibing comes. Of individual in­ 
stances of this fact, we need only to allude 
to Joseph in Egypt; Esther in tbe palace at 
Shushan, and to the early education of 
men like David, Paul, Lincoln, Garfield 
and Gladstone. 
And when we consider the spiritaal con­ 
stitution of m an, and his higher, deeper, 
nobier wants and cravings, this Divine pro­ 
vision for his needs is marvelous and 
gracious. 
Precision—the looking beyond— 
therefore b ein » an established fact, both in 
n a’ure and grace, the pro vision—tbe pro­ 
viding / o r - foliow3 as a m atter of course. 
The daily rising and setting of tbe snn: the 
’ coming aud going seasons; the flow of the 
j tiffis, and the flight of tbe clouds; the laws 
' of nature, always the same—God overrules 
all; He supervises all tbe movements on 
i the earth, snd keeps it in repair; His ten­ 
der mercies are ever all H is works. Tbe 
promise to the old patriarch “ while earth 
• rem aineth, seedtime and harvert, coid and 
heat, sum m er sn d winter, day and night 
shall no! cease,’’ is ever fulfilled.

T hat does not look, as if God bad sent the 
j world adrift, and left m au unassisted to 
shape his own way and destiny, ohut God 
o u t of this world, "and life becomes an in­ 
soluble enigm a, aud nature, which is R3 
■ terd fr as a mo her's tuve, hecsmes "as 
1 stern as fr.te and as merciless -s dea r , b a r­ 


ing neither ear for prayer nor arm to save 
us.” 
In the work of creation and in the 
scheme of redem ption God hss revealed to 
man H is sovereign power and love, and 
we habitually indorse this truth by ever 
associating the providence of God with 
His sovereignty 
Hence we say. “ H e is the 
sovereign disposer of all things.” 
"M an's 
goings are of the Lord.” 
"H e pntteth 
down one and setteth up another.” 
But if 
we follow this line of thought, to the ex­ 
clusion of all others, we will soon be led 
into fatalism. 
Yes, m y friends, here is 
where we doubt and wonder and become 
mystified. 
How much of God and how 
m uch of m an is in our doing, living efforts? 
But we m ust be on onr guard lest by pre­ 
sum ing that the hand of Providence is 
large enough to coverall possible emergen­ 
cies in hum an life, we may venture to re­ 
lax hum an effort and drift about. 
Let us 
not torget that God made man with power 
to choose, and that that very power to 
chose makes him one thing or the other, 
and that it is the very process of building 
ilia m anhood up or tearing it down; and 
m an's freedom ot action is ju stas conspicu­ 
ous in scripture as the sovereignty of God. 
"God hardened Pharoah’s heart.” 
No; 
God allowed Pharaoh to harden his own 
heart, ju st as, from the constitution of our 
nature, we can do the same thing to day. 
In St. Jo h n ’s Gospel we read: “ No m an 
can come unto me except the Father 
draw him .” 
Yet, in Revelation the same 
Jesus appears toSt. John and says, "W hoso­ 
ever will, let him come.” Both tacts are true, 
Man can and God can. 
God responds to 
m an’s effort. God influences and man m ust 
respond to those influences 1 It is for us to 
recognize both causes, both sides aud act 
accordingly ! Just how it works we do not 
know, but we know that w ith Divine 
Sovereignty there is hum an responsibility, 
and we believe the former includes the 
latter. 
It is the sovereign will of God that 
m an’s will shall be free. 
You may ask what has this to do with a 
providential shaping and controlling of the 
affairs of this world? 
Very much, every 
way. 
It shows us first that in a certain 
great m easure every one is a providence to 
himself. 
In the second place it warns us 
against tacking m any of these providences 
to the petty details of individual life and 
action. 
And does God provide for us now? 
Yes, but we can rest assured that Provi­ 
dence will not do for ns w bat we can do 
for ourselves. 
Man's necessity is alone 
God's opportunity, and that too, more es­ 
pecially in moral and spiritual directions! 
Providence never was and never will be 
a sort of compensating power for im pru­ 
dence, ignorance, prodigality or laziness. 
Heathen or Christian, there is no differ­ 
ence. 
“The drunkard and the glutton shall 
come to poverty and drowsiness shall 
clothe a man in rags.” 
Dear knows there 
are m any who do little enough of their part 
now and would willingly let Providence do 
the whole of it. But will not God provide? 
Yes; but for whom ? 
For the industrious, 
tbe prndent, the thrifty, the good and 
energetic! 
It is very easy to sing, "In 
some way or other the Lord will provide,” 
but H e means at the same time our work 
shall go with it! 
So, too, with a tinge of superstition many 
are prone to ascribe events to a mysterious 
Providence, which upon a little investiga­ 
tion can be shown to be reasonable and 
natural! 
A church gallery fell some­ 
tim e ago, a num ber fell with it, and 
were killed or injured. 
It was the provi­ 
dence of God, said the solemn wiseacres. 
But tbe carpenters said weak 
timbers 
caused the disaster. 
A m alignant fever broke out some years 
ago at a certain college. A noted m inister 
said it was the providence of God sent to 
teach them hum ility and more thorough 
consecration, but the doctor said it was de­ 
fective drainage. 
Let us not lay at the 
door of Providence our own neglects or 
ignorance. 
Providence is not a disturbing 
element in hum an life. 
It is but another 
nam e for God providing the meaus and op­ 
portunities acting as a regulator between 
hum an trust aud hum an industry and 
effort. 
And so many speak of the providences 
of God acting only in sptcial casis aud at 
unexpected junctures, whereas it is unceas­ 
ing and general. 
A man hurries bnt 
misses a train which on its journey run9 
off the track and ail on board are killed or 
injured. 
“ W hat a providenliul miss.” 
Yes, but what of those who did not miss 
it? T hink you that God in bis special 
care of that one overlooked all the others ? 
Let us try to grasp the idea of how God 
works and how man can work with him . 
Do you believe in special providence? 
Yes, but let us be careful in saying which 
is special and which is not so. “ In him 
we live and move ami have our being.” 
T hat is enough for you and me. 
We 
know that we are free to make ourselves, 
yet that God is ever ready and willing to 
help us. 
M an's course is briet and iitfn l; 
God’s course is iong and changeless. 
Man 
provides for the individual; God provides 
for the whole race of m ankind. 
Man pro­ 
vides for a few years; God provides for 
ages and m illennium s. 
W hat may ap­ 
pear 
to 
us 
as 
failures and disasters 
may only be ebbs and flows 
in 
tbe 
tide of God’s great ocean of love and good­ 
ness. We now see only a little arc in God’s 
great cycle of existence, but after while— 
if we cau grasp it—we will see that 
droughts and famines, storms and disas­ 
ters os well as the alternate rains and sun­ 
shine that make the valleys laugh and 
crown tbe hills with fatness, are embraced 
in the fostering care of H im who sees the 
cod from the beginning. 
Y'ou may ask how can the existence of 
so m uch evil in the world—the pains and 
sufferings of man and beast—be compatible 
with the love of such a one as H im of 
whom you speak ? Think of the long ago 
when flood aod flame in their seeming 
work of death depopuiatc-d and disfigured 
this world over aud over again. Y’et out 
of it all this fair earth arose in its peerless 
order a rd beauty. God is uot responsible 
for existing evil, but even out of evil he 
often good produces. But the end is not 
yet. 
W e are only on tbe verge ot the 
wilderness, and as we stand on the green 
sward we can turn our eyes Cannanward. 
Perhaps in the long perspective and amid 
the grand medley of lights and shadows a 
flash of its m eaning may shine upon us. 
If in the world of Nature the needs of 
man we e anticipated and provided for 
ages before he came, may we not reason­ 
ably presóm e that for coming generations 
am p e provision has been made for m an­ 
kind ? 
And we have every reason for be­ 
lieving that the end will not be until these 
supplies are exhausted. 
And we have 
reason, too, for believing that “ it wiil be 
better farther o d , ” for in Nature, as well as 
in grace the divine movement is by grad­ 
ual steps onward toward perfection. 
And 
this assurance that the m aterial necessities 
are am ply provided for is a prophecy and 
intim ation of that larger love which has 
made 
provision for the wants of man 
—spiritual and imm ortal. 
My friends, 
God sass “all things work together for good 
to them that love H im .” 
“I will send my 
angel before thee to keep thee in the way.' 
Thy pathway may seeui crooked, perplex­ 
ing and mysterious; unknow n dangers may 
beset aud new experiences await thee, but 
“fear not, I am with thee.” 
There are many things in connection 
with the providence of God I do not grasp 
—I cannot fathom. But why should I 
wish to know them ? 
A ll the light I need 
for m y welfare, comfort and guidance is 
given me! 
The aim and purpose of God 
in nature, in civilization, is clear and evi­ 
dent. 
W ill God be lesa wise, less loving 
and 
benevolent in 
your life and my 
life? God never works in vain—never 
works aimlessly in m aterial nature. Can 
you not grasp bis purpose in your creation 
and existence, progress, growth, develop­ 
m ent 
m ental, 
moral, 
spiritual? 
This 
thought of God's provider.ee is to me some­ 
thing vastly more than a philosophic hy­ 
pothesis. It brings before us the sublime 
spectacle of an eternal and personal God 
m oving among men and molding the des­ 
tinies of nations and kingdoms; and in this 
onward and progressive movement there is 
nothing arbitrary, nothing accidental or 
uncertain. 
He leads in loveand righteous- 
i ness and His kingdom is over all things. 
I'npxpected crossings may arise in life's 
pa'.hwav; strange reverses may befall and 
beset us; tbe clouds of sorrow and wne may 
oershadow and envelope us; yet, in the 
still hour of sorrow or in th e m idnight of 
disaster, we may hear, as others h ave heard 
before u s : 
"H e ar at tim es a sentinel 
W ho m oves about from nlace to place, 
A nd W hispers to th e w orlds of space, 
Iu the deep night, th a t all Is w e ll!”

A D iscourse by R abbi Levy, 
| 
On Friday evening—the H ebraic Sab­ 
bath—S ab b i Joseph L. Levy, B. A ., deliv­ 
ered at the SyfiBgOgue the last of a series of 


lectures on the subject of “The M essiah.” 
; T he scripture lesson consisted of the recit­ 
ing of m any passages of the Old Testament, 
w hich, by theologians, are said to refer to 
the advent of the Messiah, and the d is­ 
course was an attempt to disprove the 
claim s o f Jesus to the M essiahship. 
A 
synopsis of the lecture is given below. 
B e­ 
fore attem pting any argument, ih e Rabbi 
remarked: “I disclaim any intention to 
attack the religion practiced by the mass of 
m y fellow-countrym en. 
I deny any wish 
to foster that theological hatred which 
rival system s of religion have for centuries 
cherished and m aintained. 
To attack an­ 
other's religion is to m y m ind highly rep­ 
rehensible. 
To attack another's religion 
from the pulpit would show in the preacher 
a want o f religion, and in the Jew it would 
m ake m anifest that the Rabbi was untrne 
to the best Jew ish traditions, for even in 
the darkest ages of persecution the relig­ 
ious convictions of others were always 
deeply respected by our people. 
"The preacher, however, m ust occasion­ 
ally refer to the various constructions put 
ou Biblical texts. 
It is his plain and ob­ 
vious duty to compare the opinions held 
by various sects, not to encourage the pop­ 
ular notions, not to flatter the self satisfac­ 
tion of his hearers, but to tear down the 
walls of prejudice; to rem ove the obstacles 
sel up by fallible men; to show that all 
system s of religion have redeemable feat­ 
ures; to lead on his hearers to greater tol­ 
erance, greater breadth of feeling, greater 
goodness, greater liberality.” 
H e went on 
to draw a picture o f the sects of the Phari­ 
sees, I he Sadducees and the Essenes into 
which the Jews in the days of Christ were 
divided aud then continued: 
“Joshua, or Jesus o f Nazareth, was the son 
of one Mary and Joseph, both m embers of 
our faith. 
At the age of tw elve he was 
taken to Jerusalem and introduced to the 
learned rabbis of the tim e. 
For about 
eighteen years nothing is heard of him . 
H e is silent, storing up knowledge. 
At 
about the age of thirty-one he appears and 
takes his stand against the Pharisees. 
H e 
came ‘to support the ancient moral law. 
not to destroy it.’ 
H is love tor the old 
book was displayed by the frequent quota­ 
tions from it. 
W hen asked what were the 
principles of religion, he said they were 
‘the belief in one God, whom we should 
love with all our heart, soul and m ight, 
and to love our neighbor, for, like ourselves, 
he was a m an’—principles taught by Moses 
2,000 years before. 
"The sim plicity of his teachings—all of 
w hich were taken from 
the Talm ud— 
gained for him a set of followers who, if 
they were not learned, were at least sin ­ 
cere. 
W hat we know of his history leads 
us to believe that he was a great, good man, 
a son of God—jnst as all m en are sons of 
God—an individual who lived a beautifully 
pure life—a religious retormer of the high­ 
est type. 
H is characteristic virtues were 
m eekness, self-denial and patience. 
H is 
soul overflowed with love; he despised 
everything that was vile and mean ; he 
preached against all sin and oppression. 
There was nothing more divine about his 
birth and origin than there is about the 
origin and birth of any of us. 
But his life 
was divine in its beauty. 
"At the tim e of bi3 birth there were in ­ 
ternal troubles am oDgtbe Jews. 
T he tim e 
was ripe for the appearance of Messiahs. 
Several appeared, but they m et with early 
and cruel ends. 
Then cam e Jesus of Naz­ 
areth. 
H e led the life referred to above. 
H e was set up as the Messiah, and urged 
by his foolish connselors to enter Jerusalem 
as KiDg. 
The Roman authorities saw in 
this an act of treason. 
H e was brought 
before Pilate, tried, ordered by that Gov­ 
ernor to be crucified, and at the age of 
thirty-three suflered execution—not volun­ 
tary sacrifice—nn the cross. 
Such was the 
end of one of the noblest m en that have 
ever appeared on earth. 
Such was the fate 
of one whose life was short as the sunshine 
on one of these wintry days. 
"This man taught little that was not Jew ­ 
ish. 
This m an said little but what modern 
Rabbis teach. 
But if all ended here we 
should have little to object to. 
After som e 
period of silence the followers of Jesus be­ 
gan to preach his teachings, to assert his 
M essiahship. 
The older Jew s denied the 
claim . 
H is followers, therefore, set about 
fixing up necessary inform ation. 
They 
proved him to be a descendant of David, 
though h s was not. 
They added a few 
miracles, though they could not have been 
performed. 
They represented him as hav­ 
ing originated m any beautiful m oral say­ 
ings, parables and proverbs, m ost of which 
are not original and are to be found in the 
older books of the Jews. 
Of this portion 
of the rise of Christianity, Lessing said: 
‘W hat is new, is not good; what is good is 
not new . 
They furthermore showed how, 
by artful perversions, certain biblical texts 
prophesied his com ing, and m any of these 
were discussed.” A m ongotherstbe preacher 
treated of the following: 
Isaiah vii. shows that during the war be­ 
tween Ahaz, K ing of Judah, and the 
Kings of Syria and Istael, the prom ise was 
m ade lo Ahaz that a certain youug woman 
(not “virgin” ) should bear a child, and 
that that child should be an evidence to 
Ahaz that he would conquer. 
W hat value 
would the birth of that child possess for 
Ahaz if he were born 800 years after the 
death of the K ing to whom his birth was 
m eant to bring cheer and comfort. 
Other prophesies showed that the ad­ 
vent of Messiah was to bs the signal of 
universal happiness, peace and knowledge, 
the cessation of war, and the founding of 
a universal religion. 
The history of the 
last 1890 years shows that the reverse has 
been the case. 
Misery, war, ignorance and 
bigotry have existed aud still do exist. 
If 
these prophesies have any literal m eaning, 
Jesus was assuredly not the Messiah. 
In Isaiah, chapter 53, we have other 
proofs o f the falseness of Jesus’ claim . 
This chapter is a portrayal of the trials and 
troubles to bs endured by the Jewish 
nation. 
It was to be acquainted with 
grief; to he despised and rejected by m en. 
it was to bear the sorrows and stripes of 
nations. 
It was to m ake its grave w ith the 
wicked and its death with the rich. 
It was 
to live long and to see a great posterity. 
Ail these phrases cannot refer to Jesus. 
H e did not die with the rich, for he was 
crucified between two poor thieves. 
H e 
did not m ake his grave with the wicked. 
H e died young aDd had no children. 
A ll 
this and the explanation of other passages 
went to show that whatever else Jeans was, 
he was not the M essiah predicted by the old 
prophets. 
In former days Jews denied Jesus’ Mes­ 
siahship and forbade that bis nam e be 
m entioned. 
In modern tim es we not only 
m ention his nam e, but likew ise acknowl­ 
edge the power lie exerted for good. 
But 
we are none the less convinced that he was 
not the M essiah. 
W e cannot fail to be 
struck by the holiness of his aim s, by the 
charity of his actions, by the hum ane 
tendencies of all his teachings—though 
they were old and well-know n, even in his 
d a y , to the Jew s. 
Bnt we deny that he was 
the "only begotten son of God.” 
Judaism 
teaches that we are all—Jew and non-Jew 
—sons of G o d .____________

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SCHOOL OF IN DUSTRY. 


T he P riso n D irecto rs B elieved to H ave 
A greed Upon a Site. 
There was a m eeting of the Board of 
Prison Directors in San Francisco on Sat­ 
urday. Tne chief business before the Board 
was the consideration of propositions for a 
site for the State School of Industry to be 
established at lon e, Amador counlv. There 
were present T. R. Muir, manager of the 
lon e coal m ines; J. J. Messenger of Cala­ 
veras. B. Isaacs of lon e and ex-A ssem bly­ 
m an U . S. Gregory. 
Mr. Messenger tendered 300 acres lyiDg 
on the M okelum ne river at an average 
price of $80 an acre, w ith about S00 inches 
of water in the driest «eason. 
The propo­ 
sition included the use of a quarry for 
building material. 
The price for the land 
and water would be $58,000. 
Mr. Muir ollered a site containing 144 
acres, three m iles from lon e, for $0,000, 
w ith right to 250 inches of water and tight 
of way for a ditch. 
About two aud or.e- 
fourth m iles of piping would be needed, 
w hich would cost about $8.000 a m ile. The 
total cost would be about $72,000. 
Mr. Isaacs m ade a prcposiiion to deliver 
at a point near any of the proposed sites 
650 inches of water, w ith ownership of 
ditches, right of way and water rights for 
$45.000. 
After som e discussion the Board went 
into executive session, after which Direc­ 
tor Shattuck said the Board seemed to be 
pretty w ell agreed upon the choice of 
land and of water supply, and it was only 
necessary !o visit lo n e and see that the 
representations made are substantial, and 
secure proper contracts in writing. 
The 
particular tract supposed to have been fixed 
upon was not m ade known. 
The position o f Captain of the Guard 
at San Qnentin Prison was created at a 
salary o f $150 per m onth, and the position 
of Adjutant abolished. 
A bill o f ex-Senator P. Reddy, for legal 
services 
rendered 
in suits against the 
W arden in his official capacity, am ounting 
to $350, was ordered paid. 
The election df a President of the Board 
was deferred until the next m eeting. 
D i­ 
rector Shaituck's term expired yesterday 
and he w ill be succeeded by ex-Senator P. 
Reddy, whom it is desired should have a 
voice in the election.

Service Department, and it did not disap­ 
point the weather clerks. 
Locally speakiDg, it was a storm with the 
barometer higher than it has been for a 
long tim e, that is, since March 1, 1888- 
aud to look for a storm on such an occa­ 
sion is an unusual phenom enon, for a high 
barometer, cloudless skies and cold weather 
usually go together, as do a low barometer, 
rising 
temperature, cloudy 
and 
rainy 
weather. 
The barometer in this storm 
stood at 30 40 inches at 5 a. m. and fell to 
30.18 inches at 5 p. m., a fall of .22 of an 
inch, which is enough to account for the 
wind of yesterday. 
T he rainfall np to 5 p. a . was .10 of an 
inch, m aking for this m onth 1.32 inches, 
and for the season 18.31 inches, as against 
9 54 inches to an equal date last year. 
T he temperature at 5 A. M. and 5 p. m. 
was 37° and 40°, w hile the temperature of 
the dew point was 35° aud 36°. 
The hieh- 
est and lowest temperature was 42° and 
34°, with a m axim um velocity of wind be­ 
tween 25 and 30 m iles. 
The highest and 
lowest temperature one year ago yesterday 
was 52° and 38°, and one year ago to-day, 
50° and 34°, with a light rain-storm in 
progress, am ounting to .08 of an inch. 
A cold, piercing wind and fitful showers 
of rain prevailed all day, gradually increas­ 
ing in severity as evening approached. 
Last night it developed into a little hurri­ 
cane. which rattled windows and devoured 
umbrellas. 
Rain in moderate quantity ac­ 
com panied the storm, but it was hardly a 
fit night for a promenade in the Plaza. 
Reports received at the depot last even­ 
ing announced that the storm was pretty 
general all along the line north of this 
city, and was particularly violent in the 
vicinity of Sissons and Mt. Sbasta. 
Snow fell heavily all day in the Sierras 
along the line o f the Central Pacific, and 
the snow plows had to be constantly em ­ 
ployed. Owing to the surface of the snow of 
the last storm on the m ountains having 
frozen, considerable trouble was experi­ 
enced from slides, the new snow having a 
sm ooth and unobstructed surface to glide 
over. 
By dint of constant plowing and 
w atchfulness, however, the road was kept 
clear, and these were no serious delays to 
trains.

TR O U B LE B R E W IN G . 


B ism a rc k A p p ears to be a B e tte r D lplo- 
mu*- T h an S alisbury. 
L'-sdok, January lJth .—The Salisbury 
G overnm ent is placing ¡¡self in a very pe­ 
culiar and dangerous position by conduct 
w hich it has at least permitted in connec­ 
tion v. ith the proposed new legislation for 
Ireland, and the result is apt to be disas­ 
trous to the Balfour regim e. 
Preparatory 
to presenting its uew Irish land hill In Par­ 
liam ent, the G overnm ent has resorted to 
exireinely questionable inethoJs for the 
purpose of benefiting its friends. 
Either directly or indirectly the Govern­ 
m ent party has incited the Land C om m is­ 
sion to act in the interests of the landlords 
and to the serious prtjudice o f tenants by 
raising rents under revision. 
In the new 
schedule which has just been issued the 
judicial rents rixed in 1871 are everywhere 
increased, w i.icb is naturally regarded as 
an outrage upon the people. 
The fact is that the Com missioners are 
lending them selves to downright fraud 
w hich is not dissim ilar to that which was 
practiced in the case of the Act for the es­ 
tablishm ent o f the Irish Church, w hen, be­ 
tw een the tim e that Gladstone introduced 
th e com pensation clauses and the tim e of 
th e passage of the Act, som e of the Irish- 
A nglican clergy contrived to load up the 
recipients of the com pensation by in creas 
in g the num ber of curacies, tithe charges, 
etc 
This was done to such an extent that 
over £2,000.000 were filched from the pub­ 
lic treasury above wbat Gladstone had cal­ 
culated ou being expended, and the indig­ 
nation o f the nation and of the m ajority of 
th e clergy was very marked. 
This trick is now being repeated in the 
case o f the ianolords, with the difference 
(bat in this instance the fraud is counte­ 
nanced and perhaps instigated by ¡he fram­ 
ers of the bill. 
I, ird O'Hagan's withdrawal 
from the com m ission is due to his disgust 
at its procedure. 
T he com m ission 
has 
raided the judicial rents as com pleted in 
1875 by about 2¡¡ per c e n t, in order to give 
th e landlords euhancrd terms in the pur­ 
chase of their property. 
G ladstone has responded to the demand 
m ade by Air. A squith, a prominer t L ib­ 
eral, who represents East Fifesbire in the 
Com m ons, that his hom e rule schem e 
should be declared openly before Parlia­ 
m ent m eets, by w riting a private letter to 
h is correspondent, in which he says that lie 
m ust adhere to h is m easure as already 
presented in Parliam ent. 
H e believes that

and that no radical changes are advisable. 
L o u d o n, January 12th —Gladstone pro­ 
poses to m ake an attack on the foreign pol­ 
icy of the Governm ent on the openiDg of 
Parliam ent, and is in consultation w ith 
h is colleagues of the Liberal party on the 
subject. 
H is plan is to ask Lord Salisbury w hy he 
has allow ed Germany to acquire a para­ 
m ount position in East Africa, which may 
interfere w ith England’s general interests 
and paralyze li»r power in the w hole of 
Africa.

feared, bis present 
illness shall result 
fatally. 
T he attitude of the republican chiefs 
m ake? this a certainty. 
Tuey have decided 
im m ediately upon the death of the infant 
A lfonso to <i< clare a republic in Spain, and 
i f their purpose is not instantly checked

o f governm ent. 
So sir. tig n s tlie Republican parly be­ 
com e that its leaders dare speak openly in 
the Corte?, and discussion ot this change 
from Spanish t.auitions is com m on every­ 
where. 
It Í3 not only talk, either, but 
practica! ni rasures are under way to carry 
ou: ihe designs of the anti-m onarchists. 
Zorilla left Paris last Thursday for Bayonne 
so as to be ready to cross the frontier at a 
m om eui's d lice. 
The Republicans in this city are acting 
iu concert with the Republicans in Lisbon 
for the purpose of m aking a sim ultaneous 
m ivem en t for the overthrow of the two 
m onarchies. 
So w ell are their plans laid 
thai they do not doubt success, and the at­ 
titude o f fear aud conciliation which the 
G overnm ents of the two countries have 
betrayed toward the Republicans lends 
color to the assertions of the latter that the 
Court parties are too weak to cope with 
them , and that the bulk of the people are 
ready for a change, or are indifierent.

standing her proved ability and discretion

by a great body of malcontents in the army 
aud in the co-operation of som e of the 
m ost popular generals. 
M onarchists, therefore, prefer to declare 
the Infanta Mercedes, the older c f the 
K ing's two dttle sisters, Queen of Spain 
under the c -hired of a m ilitary chief. This 
W ould probably be General Loptz D om in­ 
guez 
The u.o-.a chical principle through­ 
out Europe w ill sustain a severe shock if 
K in g Alfonso dies now . 
W hatever the 
issue, whether the Republicans be success­ 
ful or not, the moral ellect w ill be trem en­ 
dous, the very precautions of the Spanish 
m onarchists aiding it to the fullest extent.

P aris, January 12'h.—The receipts at 
the Porte Saint Martin Theater are 15,000 
francs a night, the largest ever obtained at 
that theater. In every quarter of the coun­ 
try plans are ou foot to render signal hom ­ 
age to ihe Maid. 
Of these proposals the 
only two which call for special note are 
l hose of Osiris and M. Pagis, Bishop of 
Verdun. 
The former has notified the m u­ 
nicipality of Nancy that he w ill present the 
town with Em anual Frem iete’s new statue 
of Joan o f Arc. 
Further details are now forthcom ing cf 
the Bishop of Verdun's schem e to erect a 
colossal m onum ent to the Maid on the 
sum m it o f the hill at Vaucouleurs, form ­ 
erly crowned by the Chateau de Baudre 
Coury, where Joan was dubbed a knight. 
The Bishop explains w hy he has selected 
Vaucouleurs as a site for this national 
m onum ent. 
H e s a y s: 
“Vaucouleurs is a place of souvenirs. 
It 
is also on the frontier, and no one knows 
what m ay happen on the frontier to m or­ 
row. 
The place is more fitting, especially 
at the present tim e, for the erection of 
this m onum ent, than that where Jeanne 
took up her sword aud m arched against 
the enem ies of France. 
T his statue on the 
frontier would be a sym bol of peace, but 
at the hour of greatest peril it would also 
be an insuperable barrier. 
It would pro­ 
tect France by its victorious glaive.”

H ead o f a F re n c h S erv an t. 


P a ris, January 12th. — A curious cpse 
cam e up before the Seine Assizes at the 
Palais de Justice. 
In 1882 an Am erican 
lady, Mrs. Fossart. died in Paris aud left a 
fortune of about 000,000 francs to a faithful 
servant nam ed Candrian, a Swiss by birth 
and about 55 years o f age. 
Once in pos­ 
session of this unexpected treasure, which 
in h is eyes was boundless, Candrian, for­ 
m erly a m odel of prudence and sobriety, 
com pletely lost his bead, and for a num ber 
o f m ouths proceeded to paint Paris a beau­ 
tiful red, plunging into all sorts of dissipa­ 
tion. 
, 
Very soon, however, Candrian ceased to 
find pleasure in this feverish and wanton 
existence, utterly unnatural to h is placid 
nature. 
H is load of riches was fast be­ 
com in g too heavy for him to bear, and by 
degrees the poor m an fell into profound 
m elancholy, his m ind being forever dis­ 
turbed by i'eaits that som e one w ould rob 
him of h is wealth. 
H e suspected his ser­ 
vants, h is friends, his neighbors, every­ 
body in short, o f having designs upon his 
gold, and he lived in a state of savage se­ 
clusion. 
F in ally h is illusion took a new form . 
H e became a religious fanatic and im agined 
h im self designed by Providence to exter­ 
m inate ail heretics from the face o f the 
earth. 
H e was soon remarked as one of 
the m ost devout worshipers at the Church 
o f St. M ichaei des Batignolles. and one 
day in the street he astonished the passers- 
b y by brandishing a rusty saber and crying 
out that it was his m ission to destroy the 
enem ies c f God. 
Toward the end of January, 1888 
he 
called one day upon the cureof the parish, 
A bbe Lernare, aud announced that h e was 
about to start on a crusade w hich m ight 
prevent his return fora long tim e. 
H e 
begged the Abbe to take charge o f a box 
w hich he said contained his entire fortune. 
T h e Abbe accepted the charge, depositing 
th e valuables in the sacristy. 
N ext m orn­ 
in g the concierge of the house where Can- 
driau lodged, found the modern crusader 
asleep on -he sidew alk. 
Ou being aroused, 
Candrian spr ang to h is feet and exclaim ed 
in an inspirs 
tone: “I start on m y cra- 
sad e,” and w ith that he shuffled away 
dow n the avenue and has never been seen 
tince.
